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Strawberries, 


The Strawberry may be grown to perfection on any land that will produce a 
crop of potatoes. Strawberries should not be planted on newly ploughed old sod 
ground, as the white grubs generally are so bad and will, very likely, destroy a 
great many plants. You will have little or no trouble with this pest if your 
ground has been ploughed the previous year. The soil should be enriched with 
manure or fertilizer and should be thoroughly barrowed until it is in first class 
condition. For field culture set the plants in rows about fitteen inches upart in 
‘the rows, have the rows four feet apart. For garden cultures they may be plant- 
ed closer, say about one foot apart in the row and have the rows three feet apart. 
If you are to plant in a large way we advise making a furrow about six inches 
deep, set the plants against the land side of the furrow, let the roots run down 
as far as they will, keeping the crown at the surface, draw the soil to the plant 
with the hand and firmit well. Always have the roots wet when setting. Plant 


the pistillate varieties near the stamanite varieties and be cautious in selecting 


varieties that bloom at the same time. 

We have grown and fruited the Strawberry for many years, and have had 
many varieties unworthy of cultivation, these we have discarded from our list 
entirely. The sorts we now have we can recommend to our patrons with the 
utmost confidence. 


Pot Grown Strawberry Plants. 


We have made a specialty of growing Pot Grown strawberry plants for the 
past twelve years. carefully observing the best means to grow and develop these 
plants that they would give our patrons entire satisfaction. Owing to the 
favorable location and the specially adapted soil of our beds, together with our 
improved methods of propogating,. we can supply our customers with plants far 
superior to those generally offered. We make but one plant from a runner. 
keeping all runners cut off that start from the pot, this makes the strongest plant 
possible to produce. Our pot plants will be ready about July 15th. Plants set 
in August or September will bear a full crop the next season, and are well worth 
the difference in price over common iayer plants. Those varieties that are 
marked with a x we can supply in pot plants. Should you’ need 1000 or more 
pot plants write for special price, naming the varieties you desire. 


How to Set Pot Plants. 


We have prepared the following brief directions for our customers who have 
not had the experience in planting and caring for a bed of pot grown strawber- 
ries, in order that they may secure the best possible results. Pot grown straw- 
berry plants, as well as other pot plants, can be transplanted at any time of the 
year, even in the hottest weather. with entire safety. Inthe first place you 
should have your ground in first-class condition, having previously added some 
good barn yard manure or wood ashes. Have the rows about three feet apart 
and set the plants two feet apart in the row. Make a hole with your garden 
trowel and after soaking the plant by holding it ina pail of water for a short 
time, squeeze the ball of roots and earth so as to loosen it some, and set so the 
©rown comes even with the surface of the soil, firm the soil to the roots. but do 
not pack it. The plant will not even flag or wilt, but will start at once to grow 
and throw out many new runners, these should not be allowed to grow. If the 
weather shouid be dry the plants would be greatly benefitted by watering occa-

Its Origin, Character and Evidence. 


A SURVIVAL OF THE FITT ES. 


is not a hybrid, but a result where nature combined its best in one little 

seed that produced the first Cardinal raspberry plant; it also germin- 

ated that seed in its own way, not-as under the pet care of an expert 
gardener, who would control the temperature, moisture, sunshine and weeds, 
but it came up in a neglected clump of Gregg raspberry bushes, and there 
showed its make up by growing far above them, and producing its great crop 
of red berries in contrast to the few Greggs beneath them. When first seen 
by the owner the Greggs were dug out and the Cardinals had the room. 


ITS CHARACTER. 

The make up of trees and plants indicate what they may make. The 
size of raspberries and their hardiness are shown by the shape and quality of 
the leaves. To see a Cardinal Raspberry plant is to see the embodiment of 
extreme hardiness and vigor of the Rubus family. 

Its growth is of the strongest, canes growing fifteen to twenty feet, and 
making from ten to fifteen canes from one hill or plant. They need more 
room than is allowed other kinds in field culture. The canes are of very 
hard wood, with a red bark and a very few small thorns, one between each 
leaf—practically thornless. It propagates from tips. 

The young canes are never broken by winds in early spring, and after the 
first year they are upright. Its leaves are thick, short, broad and deeply 
wrinkled, entirely free from all traces of anthracnose or other diseases. They 
are of a dark green color, and Stay on all summer and fall till severe cold in 
December. The leaves staying on during the growing season ripens the wood 
so they are hardy to stand all the changes and cold the country has endured 
since its settlernent, and yet produce those amazing crops of rich, plump berries. 

It stood the cold of 35° below of the winter of 1899 without the least 
injury; alsoin 1895 the summer was most fatal to raspberries. It was so dry 
in August that the old kinds of raspberries all stopped their growth, then in 
September rains came and warm weather, and again they started a new 
growth, till a cold ‘spell in‘early winter caught them in full leaf, and most 
kinds were killed outright, others were badly injured, but the Cardinals were 
not injured*and produced their usual large crop of choice berries. 

Its productiveness is a surprise to fruit growers. The first twelve plants 
were set in vatant-places in a row of the Kansas, being a year younger, but 
that was no hindrance, as they produced three to four times as much as the 
Kansas did. The fruiting spurs on bearing wood are a foot or more long, 
and new ones come from near the stump two or three feet long, loaded from 
the bottom up, and the fruit is well up for quick picking. 

The berries are large, dark red, firm as to texture, with an agreeable, 
pure rich flavor, which is brought to its highest perfection when canned or 
cooked in pies. Their season is rather late and they hold on well. 

They proved good for distant shipment, as the report from Denver shows 
they had not been picked after July 3d at noon, then picking them the 5th, they 
arrived in fair condition in quart boxes, and sold at $4.00 per crate of 24 boxes.

Plant in rows about three feet apart and one foot apart in the 
row. Have the soil well spaded and forked over. Better results will follow if 
some manure has been added. Makea trench or furrow and plant by laying 
the roots against one side of the trench, let the roots run down as far as they will 
go and spread somewhat, with the crown of the plant about four inches below 
the surface of the ground, haul some soil to the plant soas to hold it in place, 
then fill trench with a hoe, covering the crown but slightly at first. As the new 
shoots come up you can fill up the trench and cover over the crown. About the 
first of September the tops should be cut off and the bed cleaned of all weeds, 
etc. Later on and before winter sets in the bed should be covered with three or 
four inches of coarse manure. This will eurich it as well as protect it. The 
next spring this covering can be forkedin. When once established a bed will 
last fora great many years.
